THE SUPERANNUATION MEASURE. 

To the Editor:—Tn framing legisla¬ 
tion providing for the superannuation 
of public servants It Is to be hoped that 
the Government will make It broad 
enough to Include the teachers In our 
public schools. In no other depart¬ 
ment of public service Is the need for 
such superannuation more urgent or 
the claims for It more deserving. 

It is necessary for a country to have 
teachers. sS" civilized country could 
exist without them very long and con¬ 
tinue to be civilised. 

Teaching Is not a money-making oc¬ 
cupation. Thus far the salaries paid 
are barely sufficient to enable those 
engaged In this work to live In a modest 
wav and clothe themeelves reepectabb'r 
After one has continued In it for a 
long period of years, the work unfits a 
man for any other occupation, so that 
on reaching the age of. say, <r>. teachers 
are wholly unfitted for taking up some 
other work snd earning sBlIvellhood In 
some other line of sctlvliy. 

Soldiers and others who give their 
whole time to military service are en¬ 
titled to superannuation after 21 years, j 
Rurely teachers who have given their 
lives for SO or more years to the ser* 
vice of their country In moulding and 
developing the young life of the nation 
are entitled to as much consideration. } 
.After reaching fiR vears of age the 
allotted span leaves to all of us but a | 
brief time at most. After reaching this 
age a teacher mirely has earned the 
right to retire and spend these few re¬ 
maining vears tn the evening of life 
without the gaunt spectre of want 
haunting his dreams. The generations 
he Iws trained for usefulness for whom 
he has devoted his.life, owe him that 
much at least. The nation owes him 
that much. It Is an honest debt and a 
nation should pav Its honest debts. 

A fetlrlng allowance to teachers 
should therefore be a free gift of the 
naVlon. Whether large or small U 
should be an annual grant and not a 
lump siun composed in part of* de- 
dt'eflona made from his own modest 
salary* 

Ruch a retiring allowance would en¬ 
courage experienced men teacher* to 
continue In the work. There are at 
present too few of these, the large ma¬ 
jority of teachers being young.glrls who 
stay In Ihe work bbt a few years and 
then graduate Into an even higher and 
possibly a more honorable sphere of 
useftilness, that of wife and mother. 

It Is not In the Interest of the country 
that the male teacher should gradually 
become extinct, or that the lislne 
generations, especially our boys, should 
he left to be trained mainly by >*oung 
girls.

LASHES FOR WAR VETERAN. 

To the Editor:—^Not a few people 
must have felt something like a shock 
on reading the sentence passed by 
Judge Howay on the Veteran Kehoe In 
Vancouver last Thursday. There can, 
of ooursei, be no question about the re¬ 
turned man's criminal doings for which 
hA^was tried and found guilty. Kehoe 
had evklentiy become a danger to his 
feliowa and to himself and something 
had to be done with him. And now 
that something has been done, it is 
open to serious question whether a 
huge blunder has oot been committed 
lo the name of British Justice. Looking 
at the facta of the case on all sides, 
R* f*r as theee facts have been re-! 
ported in the public press, i would sug- i 
gest that Kehoe presents a ease for 
medical and humane treatment rather 
than for the hsjsh treatment meted out 
to him. Here Is a man who up till 1914 
apparently had a good record; was of a 
good family; a medical student: went 
through the war; was gassed, sbell- 
shockedt taken prisoner; stood out 
against making German munitions to 
be used for the slaughter of his ov^ 
countrymen: and was sentenced to 
fifteen years imprisonment In a Ger- 
man military prison; of thiJ fifteen 
yesr^he spent sixteen months, and was 
then discharged |n broken health. After 
all this suffering can U be wondered 
at that he becomes mentally and 
socially unbaiaocedTvIs it any wonder 
that he should behave as he did in 
court, showing a total loss of self- 
control and a disposition to madness? 
Now to sentence such a man to five 
years imprisonment with the addition 
of twenty-four lashes appears to me 
to be about as sensible os to take a 
tubercular patient and thrash him 
w'ithin an Inch of hie life because he 
happens to have tuberculosis. The 
remedy In the one case would be as 
justifiable as in the other. W'hat is the 
use of all our scientific research In 
criminology.and diseases of the nervous 
8>wtem: what is the use of all our 
boasted talk of progress In the study 
psychology if such treatment Is to be 
meted out to poor unfortunate wights 
who happen to be loaded up with mental 
disease In many cases through no fault 
of their own. Even' studMt of 
criminology and mental disease will 
agree that the case of Kehoe is one for 
medical treatment. 

In this case the shame that one feels 
about the sentence imposed Is intensi¬ 
fied by the unquestioned knowledge 
that here is a man who is evidently 
suffering consequences worse than 
death as the price of service to his 
fellow countrymen. I write this not 
only to protest against the sentence 


Imposed upon this returned man but 
chtefly in the hope that some move 
will be made to have the case reviewed 
and the treatment changed*

Lord Gorell, Late President of 
Divorce Court, Sponsors 
Reform’ 


In view of the resolution presented 
by the Attorney-General before the 
I.eglslature recently and appealing 
for an equality of causes for divorce, 
the Divorce Law Reform Bill which 
Is to be presented by Lord 
Gorell In the House of Commons 
shortly, will be of wide-spread inter¬ 
est. as revealing the growing trend 
of public opinion towards reform. 

The measure provides that mar¬ 
riage may be annulled on any of 
the following grounds: 

If It is not' consummated owing 
to Incapacity or wilful refusal, y 
If one of the parties was Insane 
at the time of the marriage. 
Venereal disease in a contagious 
form at the time of ms^lage. * 
Under the Bill the deatt^ of a hus¬ 
band or wife should be presumed 
after an absence of seven years with¬ 
out communication. 

Equality of divorce was one of the 
main planks in the Women’s Plat¬ 
form recently promulgated by the 
National Council of Women, and is a 
reform for which many leading wo¬ 
men's organisations have been strik¬ 
ing for years, together with an eqttal 
morals standard. 

The English bill acquires an addi¬ 
tional Interest In view of the fact 
that its sponsor, Lord Gorell. was for 
some years, as Sir Samuel Barnes, 
President of the Divorce Court In 
England, many thousands of cases 
coming within his Jurisdiction. Bg 
reason of hta long experience in these 
matters It Is safe to assume that Lord 
Gorell has realised the Injustice and 
anomaly of (he preeent law which 
permits a man to obtain divorce on 
the ground of adultery alone on the 
part of his wife, while a woman can- | 
not obtain a divorce unless adultery 
by b%r husband Is coupled with I 
cruelty.

Buekmaster's bill, 
which was passed by the Lords, last 
ysar but rejectsd by the Commons.

to the public view during the tour 
of inspection. 

After the ships had been scoured 
from aten\ to stem the visitors re¬ 
luctantly went ashore, fully satis- 
fled that the ships which formed the 
nucleus of Canada’s navy would be 
able to give a good account of them¬ 
selves In any sort of a scrap.

UNDERWRITERS HIT 
BY VESSEL LOSSES 

December Worst Month of 
Year in Marine Casualties 

Liverpool. March 21.—During the 
I year of 1920 there were total losses of 
I 277 vessels. This was 30 more In ey- 
1 cess of the number that were lost 
I during the preceding year but less 
than for 1918, when the war was on. 
Of the 277 ships, 49 were British 
steamers of 128.787 tona and 8 were 
sutlers of 8,377 tons.

’’Moving Picture Act Amendment Act** 
to $12,600. 

Gathering Liquor Knowledge 

U'. J. Howser. K. C.. Leader of tie 
Op^itlon, Is collecting information 
about the liquor act In Quebec in 1 
order to bring It to bear on the pro- 
posedsjeglslatlon now before the Brlt- 
lah Columbia Houae. 

Mr. Bowser has written Mr. Sauve 
of the Quebec Legislature. In his 
letter he says: , 

“You will see by Section 104 and 1 
106 of proposed Act. that our Gov¬ 
ernment Intends to set aside a cer¬ 
tain amount of the proHls Into a 
Reserve Fund and then the balance 
of the net profits are to be divided 
between the Municipalities and the 
Government, but they do not allow 
the munlolpallUes to take any part 
^f the permits, which probably the 
llrst years will amount to a million 
dollars. 

'*Our Government is going 40 force 
the municipalities to carry on the 
costs of administering thn Act, and 
under Section 96. if the Liquor Con¬ 
trol Board Is not satisfied with the 
administration, they can go into the 
municipality and do the work them¬ 
selves. and charge it to the muni¬ 
cipality. 

*’I would think, that If the muni¬ 
cipal authorities were realty honest I 
about the enforcement of the Act, 

I that they probably would do it better,

BJE KEEPING 

Dominion Apiari«t on Visit to 
City; Some Comment on 
Industry ■ 

One of the reasons which makes 
the honey in Canada, and particular¬ 
ly in the northern parts of the Dom¬ 
inion of high auallty is the bright 
sunshine, followed by cold nights. 
For this reason there Is a great op¬ 
portunity In connection with^the de¬ 
velopment of honey culture In Cer^ 
tral British Columbia, a section of 
the proving where bee keepers are 
increasing ^umeiicaliy. The south¬ 
west comer of the Province, Includ¬ 
ing southern Vancouver Island, and 
the Lower Mainland, with natural 
clover end fireweed. are especially 
suitable for bees. 

These opinions were expressed on 
Saturday evening to The Times by 
F. W. L. Sladen. Dominion Apiarist, 
who is at the Empress Hotel, in the 
course, of an inspection of the British 
Columbia experimental stations—In¬ 
cluding Sidney—where bees are kept, 
and also to confer with provincial in¬ 
spectors. 

Progress of Industry. 

Mr. Siaden Speaks highly of the 
progress made in the industry' in this 
province, and of the opportunities 
which exist for development He is 
particularly interested In the steps 
taken to control foul brood in- the 
hives, and with the working out of 
the regulations enacted some time 
ago for registration. Ontario apiar¬ 
ists, he says, are considering whether 
It is not a new policy in the industry 
to levy a fee—as is done in B. C.— 
sufficient to take care of diseases, 
and opinion Is conflicting whether 
such a policy would be acceptable In 
that province. 

Mr. Siaden announces that the 
Department is contempaltlng revis¬ 
ion of its bulletins, and for that pur¬ 
pose. among other matters will study 
some notable food plants suitable for 
honey secretion. 

The Financial Side. 

Mr, Siaden says: “Knowing Utat 
honey Is worth 20 to 30 cents a podnd, 
and that one man can easily look after 
about a hundred colonies, one is apt 
to form the conclusion that money is 
very easily made by keeping bees. 
Such yields, however, are exceptional, 
and are the result of a combination of 
fortunate circomstances. abundant 
flowers of alsike and white clover, 
flreweed, or other important honey 
plants, a particularly industrious 
colony, a well-trained and experienced 
beekeeper, and, above all. favorable 
weather. They cannot be obtained 
from every hive, nor can they be re¬ 
peated year after year. Sometimes a 
year of failure follows a year of 
plenty. 

Average Returns. 

"To get reliable figures. It is neces- 
sap' to average the returns from the 
colonies in the apiary for a number 
®f years. This has been done since 
1912 on all the Dominion Experiment¬ 
al Farms scattered throughout Can¬ 
ada which keep bees, now numbering 
seventeen. The latest figures show 
that the average annual yield of honey 
has varied from 18 pounds per colony 1 
in the least profitable apiary, to 132 
pounds per colony In the most profit¬ 
able apiary. The average annual ' 
production for all the apiaries was 88 
pounds per colony, which Is high. , 
enough to make a very satisfactory 
profit. These figures Indicate the Im¬ 
portance of good managemenL the re¬ 
turn of only 18 pounds having been 
due to inexperience. They also point 
to the Importance of local conditions 
of flora, climate and soli. There are 
many places where double the average 
honey crop can be obtained, and these 
places are not confined to the well- 
settled or southern regions of Canada. 

To Collect Data. 

“In order to learn about the lo¬ 
cality conditions that favor high pro¬ 
duction, and to help beekeepers to i 
study these and find out what returns' 
they are getting and may expect. | 
forms for making apiary returns krei 
being published, and may be obtained i 
bn application to the Bee Division I 
Central Experimental Farm. Ottawa. 
The only condition requested is that' 
a duplicate copy of the report be re-1 
turned."

Mr. Tanner said he 
considered the questlen should be > 
settled by the present Council on the 
same basis as past Councils had con- | 
sldered extensions, namely, that the 
profits in sight should be sufficient 
to warrant any such work. 

Further, he maintained that the| 
frontage charge on new work should i 
be so set as to produce the full sum 
required for sinking fund and main -1 
tenahee. I 

“The present system has paid its i 
way, new work should do so. and by' 
establishing this principle the Coun¬ 
cil will be able to meet demands for; 
other even more expensive new ex- | 
tFmtons than that to Gordon Mead,", 
said Mr. Tanner, explaining that the, 
ratepayers of Ward Six were willing i 
to see water extension on such an un¬ 
derstanding. 

Support Already Earned. 

J. W. PlmlotL of Ward Five, argued 
that water extension to Gordon Head 
would be profitable to all Saanich, 
and pointed to the experience of the 
last few years, which lud shown that 
all the rest of Saanich had gained by 
contributions from Ward Three, so 
making an appeal for assistance in 
financing a water service both Just 
and reasonable. 

“The real reason why the by-law 
was turned down at the last election 
was that the people did not under¬ 
stand It in the way it wa^ presented, 
and I am sure if clearly explained, 
water service to Gordon Head would 
he supported." he said. 

Mr. Tanner remarked that the fact 
the by-law bad twice been defeated 
must be given careful attention. 
“There must have been some real 
reason for the defeat," he said, point¬ 
ing to the high costs of construction 
at this time. “People want this by¬ 
law placed on a businesslike basis, 
and. by turning it down while hlgh^ 
prices exist, the people really save 
the ratepayers affected a large 
amount of unnecessary money," he 
said. ^ , 

Oouncilior Horner eai^a meeting 
of Word One* Ratepa>¥rs recently 
was in favor of extension with the 
frontage rate set by the ('ouncil 
yearly being supported by Delegate 
Thorsen. 

Keveral requests were made for the 
views of Ward Three. Councillor 
Vantrelght said the meeting was 
called because of the needs of Ward 
Three and to discover and meet the 
' arguments of opponents. 

I President J. C. Richard, of the Cen¬ 
tral Ratepayers' Association, said 
that he favored extension, but not 
without several qualifications, citing 
hU doubt as to the legality of charg¬ 
ing higher frontages in Gordon Head 
on new construction than collected In 
the present districts from f^o^^ges 
on mains already in place. 

“We owe Gordon Head something," 
he said. “Since this municipality 
was formed Gordon -Head has paid 
Into the common treasury'more than 
she has drawn ouL This has gone on 
for years. They have recognised 
thaL for the sake of unity, there' has 
got to be give and take. 

Why Not Be Generous"? 

“There will be no raising of taxes, 
and if the new work is not put in 
hand: what will become of the pro¬ 
fits of the present area? They will 
have to'go to general revenue. There¬ 
fore, why not be generous?" h6 said, 
pointing out that the only thing 
which has in past years held back 
Gordon Head has been the lack of 
water. “Anything which helps one 
district helps all Saanich, yeur turn 
may come next," be said, and sug¬ 
gested that a committee be appointed 
to draw up an Improved scheme for 
submission within a few weeks. 

Merely a Victim. 

Mr. Tanner s^d that Mr. Richards 
would have the meeting believe Ward 
Three had been knowingly generous 
for years, whereas the ward had 
merely been a victim. He argued, 
amid amusement, that the same con- 
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ditlona of overpayment were* noted in 
Wards Five and Six. unfair 

charging of highways to wards Is sec- 
lifled. 

Mr. Plmlott asked why It was esti¬ 
mated that the new work would take 
thirteen years to get on a self-sup¬ 
porting basis when the present 
waterworks have become self-sus- 
tatnlng In five years, and was told 
this was caused by the long unpro¬ 
ductive mains to he laid to connect 
up the Gordon Head district with the 
present mains. ..x-* 

W. P. Somers remarked that if the 
profits from the present area were 
capitalised over a number o^years 
suflleient money was In sight to con¬ 
struct the Gordon Head extension 
without costing Ward Thfee a cent, 
making this point to .show 'how easy 
waterworks financing should prove. 

Mr. Collis Figures Again. 

R. B. .Collis startled the meeting 
by announcing that he could prove 
by offlciol figures -that in 1928 the 
frontage revenue would be hopelessly 
Insufflcient, that all Gordon Head 
would Im in seven-imre tracta and 
iupported his charges with an array 
ot calculations. 

Clerk Cowper described these fig¬ 
ures as accurate, but bas^ on ridicul¬ 
ous premises. 

Mr. Tanner agreed the calculations 
were' far astray, but with such a 
possibility being bruited abroad he 
felt Ward Three ratepayers should 
not protest against apy needed front¬ 
age rate, as by doing so they would 
imperil any by-law. 

J. I'atterson, of Ward Two, said the 
main obstacle to be overcomg* to as¬ 
sure success for a by-law was to con¬ 
vince ratepayers now getting water 
that those to be served by new work 
would not get a cheaper service than 
they themselves had received. 

Ciialnnan ^mpson said the Council 
had given efose attention to these 
matters, and the discussion had pro- 
ducted nothipg new. only an airing 
of the differences between the wards. 

J.- W. IMmlott suggested that it 
might be well to defer a by-law until 
next year, as with everything else 
dropping, the probability was that 
hardware would also be lower In a few 
months. 

J. C. RichardA then formally moved 
the meeting refer the whole question 
to the Central Ratepayers' Associa¬ 
tion for further consideration and 
preparation of a scheme for sub- 
I mission to the Council. 

! In secondlQg the motion R E. Collis 
; said that If the whole question were 
I shelved for ^ year, he was confident 
; there would be far less opposition. 
*He also urged the possibility of re¬ 
sumption of the $1* monthly water fee, 
as assuring a frontag'e tax of 17 cents 
I>er foot, while Gordon Head on 
adjusted frontage would be paying 
three cents. 

Theory Quiomy CoHapsod. 

Councillor Kingwell said as reprS' 
sentating Ward Five, he was listening 
to ratepayers rather than taking part 
in the discussion, but would ask the 
Municipal Clerk whether any figures 
had been confiplled to show what 
water frontage tax would be needed 
to covgr all expenses, supposing Saan 
icb even gave the water away. 

"Eleven and one-quarter cents, on 
an adjusted basis to allow for reduc¬ 
tion of charges on large areas, would 
be sufficient frontage tax to pay 
Baanleh a profit after giving away the 
water." replied Clerk Cowper. Several 
speakers contrasted the two estimates 
with surprise, whereupon Mr. Ooliis 
stated he a-as prepared to accept the 
official figures as accurate, the rating 
of Gordon Head at that figure making 
the difference. 

Chairman Hlmpson prepared to put 
Mr. Richards’s motion for a special 
committee, whereupon Mr. Tanner 
declared'that everyone present knew 
what was needed to assure the pas¬ 
sage of a by-law. this being the in¬ 
clusion of a higher frontage rate, sug¬ 
gesting the incorporation of a flfteen- 
cent adjusted tax for the first year. 

The motion then passed without 
dissent, whereupon Mr. IMmlott moved 
that the meeting go on record as op¬ 
posed to any extension to Gordon 
Head until 1922, in order that lower 
costs may be enjbyed. Mr. Collis sec¬ 
onded this motion, whereupon Coun¬ 
cillor Kingwell said the proposal was 
“nothing but a blocking move." which 
would atop needed worlc awaiting! 
capital. 

F. Mellor also protested. “What are 
we going to do—go to sleep UIl prices 
drop?" he said, asserting that wages 
were not likiely greatly to drop. 

Councillor Homer said such a mo¬ 
tion would put people now paying 
frontage tax to great disadvantage. 
Mr. Patterson aaserted that if the 
waterworks had been installed this 
Winter it would have been unneces¬ 
sary to have instituted relief work. 

Mr. T’irolott then withdrew bis 
suggestion for a year's hoist. 

F. Mellor moved that the Council 
I Immedlatedy secure legislative powers 
to' make varying frontage rates In 
different areas, but withdrew, his pro- 
pobal in Wew of an early meeting of 
the Central Association. 

Those attending the meeting were 
the whole Council except Councillor 
Brooks, and the following delegates: 
Ward One, D. Thorsen; Ward Two, 
J. Pattersou, H. Dodge and J. C. 
Richards; Ward Three, W. F. Somers. 
W. Williamson and T. Oiiphant; Ward 
Four, F. Mellor and A. P. Fryatt; 
Ward Five, J. W. Plmlott and H. H. 
Grist; Ward Six, H. E. Tanner and 
G. Stewart; Ward Seven, Mrs. A. E. 
Humphries and R E. Collis.
